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The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. 

The "source and drain regions formed on the first electrode and a second 
electrode" in claims 1, 5, 9, 13, and 16 is not supported by the specification and the 
drawings. Figures 5C, 7A, 7B, 8A, 8B, and 10 do not show the source or the drain 
region formed on the first electrode and the second electrode of the auxiliary capacitor. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-18 insofar as understood are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Suzawa. 

Suzawa discloses an active matrix display device comprising at least one active 
layer comprising crystalline semiconductor film, a gate electrode, a pair of side walls, a 
pair of low impurity regions, and an auxiliary capacitor. Note line 45 of column 6 and 
figures 4A-4F of Suzawa. 
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The other references are cited to show other structures pertinent to Applicants' 
disclosure. For example, Miyazaki discloses the formation of silicide on the source and 
drain regions; Ryum et al disclose the formation of silicide on the gate region.
